Capt. Marye telegraphed that be would leave Alexan- |
dria with his Company, at 5 o'clock Friday morning.

Col. Stewart and Major Duffy both telegraphed the
Governor requesting orders to take two companies nnd
the artillery,

The Governer has given the orders to more immedi-
ately upon the Berryville Ford, unless information gui-
ded thiem otherwise,

Col, Davis telegraphs to Governor Wise to order out
the cavalry. which has been done. Col. Davis says
“there i5 a goerilla war here; the property of five of
the best citizens has been burnt.” Upon this the Gov-
ernor has ordered the 1st Regiment (Richmond) to be
in readinessz, and they were awaiting orders Inst night.

This alarm confirms anonymons communications re-
ceived by the Executive in the last two days, warning
him of the intended raids in different squads along the
borders of Virginia and Kentucky. He is also warned
of un abolition scheme which may be in concoction to
Kideap and spirit away prominent citizens or members
of their families, and to keep them as hostages for the
pardon of the culprits. And he is warned to keep him-
self and his friends on their guard, and that it is pru- |
dent for Virginia, in concert with Maryland, to augment '
forces near Charlestown and Harper's Ferry, as the days
of the execnution approach; and that the abolitionists
are certiiinly tampering with and exciting the free ne-
groes at various points in the North, to some desperate
attempt.

In view of everything surrounding the State and its
border, it will be necessary for the people not to flock
in crowds to the seene of Lhe executions. The times
when they oceur will be the very times when the home-
stends on the horder will be the most threatened with
torches. Let those not under arms at the executions
band together as guards of the border, It is very ap-
parent now that a consideruble force will be absolutely
necessary in all the region of Loudoun, Clarke, Jeffer-
son and Berkeley counties. There will be full military
force at the exeentions; but every citizen not in the
ranks, one with another, ought to be arming and organ-
izing as patrols and guards, and as volunteer videttes. |
